authorities - West Lancs and Lancashire - 
for “unnecessary delays” in obtaining fur- 
ther approvals. 

The borough council’s ruling West Lan- 
cashire Labour group disputed the claims 
made by ACC stating that in June, Cabinet 
had agreed to provide £7,610 funding to 
Aintree Circuit Club to support Motorfest 
2022. 

Aintree Circuit Club said in a statement: 


“Following a meeting of the directors of 
the club, faced with the continuing com- 
plications and unnecessary delays in 
obtaining further approvals, that are bey- 
ond our control, and which could have 
been avoided by the local authorities, 
places us in an unacceptably exposed pos- 
ition, with no guarantee that the event 
can obtain outstanding approvals within 
the remaining timescales. 

“We have therefore taken the decision to 
withdraw our support for the event. 

“The reality is that these unnecessary 
delays (over six months) in making key 
decisions regarding funding and event 
safety, hasnt left enough time for road 
closure consultations.

Health officials issue ¢ 
MMR jabs reminder

PARENTS and guardians across Lancashire are 
being reminded to ensure their children are up 
to date with their measles, mumps and rubella 
(MMR) vaccine ahead of the new school year. 

Routine childhood immunisations are the safest 
and most effective way of protecting children 
against preventable diseases. When children don't 
get their MMR vaccines, they're more exposed to 
becoming seriously ill. 

Children are offered two doses of the MMR vac- 
cine by their GP, the first when they turn one and 
the second at around three years and four months, 
before they start nursery or school. It is particu- 
larly important that children are up to date with 
all their routine vaccinations before they start 
school. 

Since the start of the Covid-19 pandemic in 
March 2020, there has been a significant drop in 


the number of children 
getting MMR jabs and 
other childhood vaccines. 

Earlier this year, the UK 
Health Security Agency 
(UKHSA) revealed that 
more than 1 in 10 chil- 
dren under the age of five 
are not fully protected 
from measles, the lowest 
levels in a decade. 
Measles is highly conta- 
gious — and can be fatal - 
so even a small decline in 
MMR uptake can lead to a rise in cases. 

Ahead of the new school year, parents and 
guardians are being encouraged to ensure their 
children are vaccinated against MMR. 

Parents who are unsure if their child is up to date 
with all their routine vaccinations should check 
their child’s Red Book (personal child health 
record) in the first instance. If you are still not 
sure, contact your GP practice to check and book 


an appointment.

The mission takes them the full length of the 
Leeds Liverpool Canal then onto the River Aire, 
and Calder Navigation before ending their jour- 
ney in Goole in Yorkshire. 

They have now completed 108 miles of the trip 
and now have under 54 to go. So far, they have 
raised more than £2,500 for ME Research UK. 

Aimee said: “CFS affects every part of my life 
and is highly debilitating. 

“Being disabled in this way, I am primarily 
housebound and unable to do many basic activ- 
ities. 

“Becoming ill devastated our family life and 
continues to hugely impact Terry and Poppy who 
are now a carer and young carer for me. They 
sacrifice a lot, adapting and supporting me to 
help reduce my fatigue and pain, enabling me to 
have a better quality of life.” 

ME/CFS is a long-term chronic, fluctuating, 
neurological condition that causes symptoms 
affecting many body systems. People with 
ME/CFS experience debilitating fatigue, wide- 


spread pain, neurological issues, 
hypersensitivity to light and sound, and many 
other symptoms. 


Aimee added: “Post-Exertional Malaise (PEM) 
is a key feature of the disease, the body and 
brain’s inability to recover after expending even 
small amounts of energy. 

“Often ME/CFS can be triggered by a viral 
infection, so with the inevitable dramatic 
increase triggered by Covid and Long Covid, it is 
even more important to invest in medical treat- 
ment to tackle this devastating disease.”

POLICE officers across Lancashire 
will be highlighting the work they 
do to tackle anti-social behaviour as 
part of a national awareness week. 

Anti-social behaviour awareness 
week runs this week to July 22, bring- 
ing together people and organisations 
across the country to ‘take a stand 
against anti-social behaviour and to 
make communities safer.’ 

It is backed by the Home Office, 
Ministry of Housing, Local Govern- 
ment Association National Police 
Chiefs’ Council and the National Fire 
Chiefs’ Council. 

For its part, the Constabulary will be 
throwing the spotlight on the work 
underway across the county to tackle 
all forms of antisocial behaviour from 
vandalism right through to issues like 
nuisance driving and drug dealing. 

Throughout the week, it will be 
encouraging the public to work with 
its Neighbourhood Policing Teams to 
address local issues and showcasing 
some of the initiatives underway to 
tackle community concerns. 


These include Op 
Propulsion, which has 
been successful in tack- 
ling nuisance bikes and 
Op Pavilion which aims 
to reduce ASB in Preston 
city centre. 

Supt Chris Hardy, the 
Constabulary’s lead for 
anti-social behaviour 
said: “Tackling anti- 
social behaviour is a key 
priority for us and a real 
focus for our neighbour- 
hood policing teams. 

“Its something we 
work hard to address 
day in day out, so this 
week of action is about 
highlighting some of the 
ongoing activity which 
the public might not be 
aware of and encour- 
aging our communities 
to keep telling us their priorities 
through initiatives like Lancashire 
Talking so we can do our best to 
address them. 

“Working with partners is a vital 
part of our stance towards anti-social 
behaviour. As usual, we will be work- 
ing with them throughout this 


awareness week and showing the 
public what our joined approach 
looks like. We balance diversion tac- 
tics and enforcement when dealing 
with ASB, so this awareness week is a 
great way to show that.”

“Regarding the Temporary Traffic Regulatory 
Order, we assumed this would be rubber-stamped, 
given the number of times - nine - that the event 
has previously been very successfully run! 

“We realise that a huge number of residents, local 
businesses, participants, event sponsors and sup- 
porters will be terribly disappointed but we 
consider it is in all of our best interests to make this 
decision now, rather than at the last-minute.” 

West Lancashire Labour group pointed out that 
since the Motorfest began, West Lancashire Bor- 
ough Council has provided ACC with funding in the 
region of £140,000 to support the event. 

A statement from the group, added: “Despite 
repeated requests to make the event financially sus- 
tainable, and therefore reduce the cost to the 
taxpayer, ACC has refused to seek commercial 
sponsorship for its event. 

“In order to ensure value for money for the tax- 
payer, WLBC requested that ACC opened their 
books to show exactly how much money the event 
costs to stage and exactly how much revenue it 
generates. ACC has consistently refused to provide 
those full costings and has said that it would not 
spend any of its substantial bank balance to cover 
the cost of the event this year, insisting instead that 
the council pay for it. 

“Far from working with the council, ACC and its 
directors have been consistently rude to officers 
and councillors, posting wildly inaccurate state- 
ments on social media, some of which they have 
had to retract. They have tried to politicise the issue 
by getting opposition councillors to attack the 
council, rather than trying to work in partnership. 

“With regard to the timescales for organising the 
event, Lancashire County Council, as the Highways 
Authority responsible for the road closures, had 
offered to cut short its usual 12-week requirement 
to ensure the event could proceed. ACC refused to 
accept this support and so cancelled the event and 
tried to shift the blame on to WLBC. 

“ACC has also made repeated and misleading 
claims about the benefits the event brings to town 
centre businesses.” 

Cllr Adam Yates, cabinet member for finance and 
economic regeneration, said: “It is a shame that the 
Motorfest event will not take place this year but we 
cannot allow the council to be held to ransom by a 
private organisation that wants the council to fund 
its profit-making every year.

“Aintree Circuit Club has been clear that the money 
made from Motorfest funds its activities for the rest 
of the year, yet it refuses to declare, or share, its 
profits. 

“In testament to the fantastic community spirit in 
Ormskirk, town centre businesses and community 


organisations have already stepped forward to 
pledge their support to deliver an alternate event for 
the August Bank Holiday and I’m sure that following 
the success of the Jubilee Celebrations and the 
recent Gingerbread Festival, the town will stage yet 
another great day out for all the family.” 

Reacting to the announcement, Our West Lan- 
cashire councillor Adrian Owens placed the blame 
firmly with the Labour cabinet of the Borough Coun- 
cil. He told the Champion: “In May 2021, without 
the proper procedures being followed, the Labour 
cabinet wrote to Aintree Circuit Club withdrawing 
all future council funding for the event. 

“When I learned about this in July 2021, as Scru- 
tiny Committee Chairman, I pointed out that this 
council ‘decision’ could not be made in the way that 
it had. A private decision with no cabinet report or 
opportunity for scrutiny was not acceptable. 

“A council director then had to write to Aintree Cir- 
cuit Club setting the record straight and reversing

the original funding cut decision. However, it is 
against the background of hostility from the Labour 
Leadership that the Motorfest organisers have for 
many months now tried to finalise the arrange- 
ments for this year’s event. They tell me they have 
been met with silence from the senior Labour coun- 
cillors that they have contacted. 

“It's a fair view that when Labour didn’t win a 
majority in this May’s elections, that would have 
allowed their Leadership to cancel Motorfest out- 
right, they resorted to an alternative. 

“They have used bureaucracy instead to ensure 
that the event could not take place. 

“The Labour leadership should have had the cour- 
age of their convictions to debate the matter in 
public at that time but they didn’t, preferring to 
keep everything quiet. Perhaps this was because 
many of their own councillors wouldnt agree to the 
funding cut. 

“Indeed, all the Labour backbenchers on the scru- 
tiny committee supported some continued funding 
of the event at our last scrutiny meeting. The ruling 
Labour cabinet then rejected the committee’s pro- 
posals. Now through the cloak of bureaucracy, they 
have stymied this year’s event, leaving thousands 
disappointed and a day that boosts West Lancashire 
removed from the calendar.”

RESIDENTS from Skelmersdale 
who need to access mental 
health help and support are 
now able to via one number, 24 
hours a day. 

Lancashire & South Cumbria 
Foundation Trust has launched a 
new service that can be accessed 
through a new Freephone number 
— 0800 013 0708 - so that every- 
one will be able to easily access 
urgent or general mental health 
support, 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. 

The new approach to accessing 
mental health services is man- 
aged within a call centre setting. 

It is based at Avondale Unit, 
Royal Preston Hospital and is 
made up of a team of Call Hand- 


lers and Mental Health 
Practitioners who take calls and 
manage referrals, aiming to 
ensure callers are connected to 
the right professional in a timely 
manner. 

The team may arrange for 
people to receive support over the 
phone or for a mental health prac- 
titioner to see them at home, at a 
GP practice or another mutually 
agreed place to allow further 
information about current mental 
health needs. Information about 
other services that could assist 
will also be shared, if appropriate. 

Caroline Donovan, chief execut- 
ive at Lancashire & South 
Cumbria NHS Foundation Trust 
said: “This is a major improve- 
ment for the residents of 
Skelmersdale who need to access 
help and support from our mental 
health services.”

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Bat and Barn Owl nights 
return to Martin Mere 


VISITORS to WWT Martin Mere will be 
able to enjoy the rare chance to search 
for owls, bats and even rare moths at a 
special after-hours Bat and Barn Owl 
night - which is returning for the first 
time after a three year break. 

The event, which last took place in 2019, 
offers a visit to the reserve with a warden at 
dusk to search for the night-time creatures 
after sunset. 

The evening will start with setting a ‘moth 
trap’ - which will be checked before the end 
of the night to see what has been caught. 

The last time WWT Martin Mere held the 
event, an Obscure Wainscot moth was dis- 
covered - a first in the history of Martin 
Mere. 

After setting the trap, participants will 
walk around the reserve searching for barn 
owls, which are most active at dusk and 
dawn as they swoop around the reserve to 
hunt for food such as voles, mice and rats. 

As the evening turns dark, the night will 
move on to tracking, recording and identi- 
fying bats. The UK’s wetlands are a popular 
place for bats, with 17 breeding species 
that can be spotted darting about on a sum- 
mer evening. 

Nick Brooks, general manager at WWT 
Martin Mere, said: “This year is one you 
won't want to miss if you’re a fan of barn 
owls. It’s the most successful year we've 
had with plenty of activity. We've got four 
nests on-site raising an impressive 18 
chicks.” 

Louise Clewley, reserve manager, added: 
“As well as looking out for bats, we will be 
using a bat detector to listen to their 
sounds. Bat calls are usually too high- 
pitched for a human to hear, but the 
detector will give you insight into the dif- 
ferent sounds species can make.” 

The Reserve Team collects barn owl pel-

lets to analyse what the owls have been 
feeding on, mainly finding undigested fur 
and bones of short-tailed field voles, their 
favourite food. 

The grass on the reserve is kept long 
and full of tussocks, creating a perfect 
habitat for the field voles to breed and 
provide food for the barn owls and their 
offspring. 

Wetlands are alive with a variety of 
insects, making them a great source of 


food for bats. They will usually emerge 
from their roost around 20 minutes after 
sunset and fly 2-10m above ground level, 
searching for food - something people 
can expect to see if you join in on one of 
the nights! 

The event costs £16 per person and will 
take place for six days across July and 
August.

At WWT Martin Mere, the nature reserve 
is currently awash with colour. The orchids 
are just starting to go over, but you can 
see the bright purple of the knapweeds, 
white waving heads of the meadowsweet 
and hear the seed pods rattling on the 
yellow rattle. Our nature reserve is a Site 
of Special Scientific Interest (SSSI), and 
one of the designated features is a plant 
called the whorled caraway. It’s a short 
white flower and only used to grow in 
front of the United Utilities hide. To 
establish the plant elsewhere, we’ve been 
using the cows and hay cutting and then 


spreading the seed. Now, you can find it 
growing in every field, protecting it from 
disappearing. 


We are doing lots of work this year to 
encourage the reserves  flower-rich 
meadows to spread into the grounds 
and nature trail so that everyone can 
experience the amazing displays. We 
achieve this through green hay, which is 
harvested from wildflowers and grasses. 
We get our green hay from cutting patches 
of meadows on the reserve, and then we 
rake up and spread the hay (within one 
hour of curing) onto the patches we want 
to turn into flower-rich meadows. We’ll 
do this several times throughout July and 
August to capture several species seeding. 
The yellow rattle and southern marsh- 
orchids are seeding now, the whorled 
caraway and knapweeds will seed at the 
end of July, and the devil’s-bit scabious 
won't seed until the end of August.

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Is it too hot to hold

DUE TO the extreme heat conditions, this 
week’s column has been cancelled. 

Just kidding, although for an awful lot of 
people the record temperatures of the past few 
days have been no joke. I'm not sure about 
you, but I’ve spent most of it with the curtains 
drawn reading up on whether its a good idea 
to hang wet towels over your windows, fending 
off emails from Machine Mart about the air 
conditioners it’s flogging and watching Dominic 
Raab discuss whether it’s a sensible idea to shut 
the schools or not. 

But then I started hearing from event 
organisers who were calling things off because 
it was simply too hot, which is a first in my 
long career as a car show junkie. I've heard of 


motoring celebrations being called off because 
of inclement conditions (including a couple 
where the venues have been flooded by nearby 
rivers the night before) or because it’s too windy 
(including one in Cambridgeshire, where 
the organisers rightly decided that having an 
entire field’s worth of precarious-looking stalls 


wobbling around in gale-force winds wasnt a 


_ good idea). Pulling a show because it’s too hot 


and sunny, though? That’s a first for me, at least 
in this country. 

Over the past two weekends I’ve been to two 
big shows that went ahead in temperatures of least 
30-degrees Celsius and in both cases exactly the 
same thing happened; at about 2pm loads of classic 
car owners decided theyd had enough of the heat, 
got into their Triumph Heralds and simply headed 
home, regardless of the fact their cars were meant 
to stay on as exhibits for another two hours. I also 
reckon it has an effect on the paying punters too, 
because years ago one of the organisers of the 
Tatton Park show in Cheshire told me that if the 
weather's really nice, people whod normally spend 
the day ogling E-types will set their satnavs for 
Southport or Blackpool instead. 


Most of the shows I'm aware of chose to 
go ahead, even with the Met Offices rare red 
warning of an extreme heat alert, but the fact 
that a couple did choose to call theirs off is an 
eye-opener because it’s so rare. It matters because 
shows are such a big part of Britains motoring 
hobby, they invariably happen on summer 
weekends and the science is fairly unanimous 
that temperatures like these will occur more 
often in future. So wed better get used to the 
debate over whether to call off outdoor events - 
including car shows - or not. 

Which is where whoever succeeds Boris 


can step in. In much the same way event 
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Most car shows have gone ahead despite 
rising temperatures across much of the UK 


organisers and we, the wider public, looked to 
the government to give us guidance as to what 
was appropriate and what wasnt during the 
pandemic, so it's in Whitehall’s interest on public 
health grounds to look at the facts, weigh up 
the risks and advise what's safe and what isn’t in 
40-degree heat. 

Dont leave it to event organisers to second- 
guess. Oh, and if you are planning to drop 
the roof on your MX-5 or MGB while it’ still 
scorching, don your best hat and slap on some 
sunscreen. You'll thank me for it.
